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Smallpox 
Conquest 
Imminent 


ATLANTA (U P I) - The 
conquest of smallpox 
— a 
disease that has plagued the 
human race for centuries — is 
imm inent, according to world 
health officials. 
O fficials a t the national 
Center for Disease Control said 
Saturday that no cases of the 
d isfig u rin g , blinding illness 
have been reported anywhere 
in the world for over a month. 
This is a clear signal, they 
said, that the disease that has 
killed millions is about to be 
wiped from the face of the 
earth. Eradication of the illness 
would m ark the firsl tim e man 
has m ade a 
m ajor disease 
extinct. 
, 
The disease was last reported 
in 
five 
rem ote 
villages 
of 
Ethiopia by the World Health 
Organization in Geneva, Swit­ 
zerland. The WHO said the 
cases there « re not clinically 
active and no new smallpox 
cases have reported anywhere 
since Aug. 9 
Dr. William H .Foege, a CDC 
epidemiologist, said the absnce 
of new sm allpox cases in 
Ethiopia 
‘‘m eans 
there 
has 
been a break in known tran ­ 
smission of the disease, an 
alm ost certain clue that eradi­ 
cation is not far in the future.” 
But he said there might still 
be some few Ethiopian villages 
with smallpox case unknown to 
the WHO. 
Because of the difficulty in 
reaching some of the villages, 
WHO will wait for 10 weeks 
after the last reported new case 
before m aking the eradication 
of the disease official. 
Smallpox is a viral infection 
that kills one of every four 
victims and leaves survivors 
scarred for life with hundreds 
of deep pits on their faces and 
bodies. It has blinded millions. 
Casualties of the illness over 
the centuries have included the 
American common m an and 
Em peror Joseph I of Germ any, 
Louis XV of France, P eter II of 
Russia, the last Elector of 
Bavaria. 
Ethiopia was sm allpox’s last 
rem ain in g stronghold. WHO 
epidemiologists had narrowed 
the area of infection to a few 
villages in the central high­ 
lands 
Foege said WHO smallpox 
fig h ters 
p red ict 
the 
last 
remaining cases in Ethiopia 
would be cleared up next month 
and that the world, for the first 
tim e in history, will be free of 
the disease. 
It will then be two years 
before a World Health com m is­ 
sion issues a declaration for­ 
mally declaring the country 
free of smallpox. 
Edw ard Jenner, an English 
physician 
who was 
himself 
stricken with smallpox at 8, 
gave the world an effective 
weapon against smallpox in 
1796 
The w orldw ide b a ttle to 
elim inate smallpox began in 
1967 under the auspices of WHO. 
At that time, it was widespread 
in South Am erica, parts of 
Africa, the Indian subcontinent 
and Indonesia.

Five Jet Hijackers Returned 
To New York To Face Charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 85 
passengers filed past the X-ray 
and metal-detecting m achines 
and boarded TWA’s Flight 355 
to Chicago. No one paid much 
attention to the four men and a 
woman carrying a collection of 
saucepans and what looked like 
gifts 
Within an hour or so, the five 
used 
the contents 
of 
their 
saucepans and gifts to launch 
one of history’s most bizarre 
publicity stunts — a 44-hour 
odyssey that included a tran ­ 
satlantic hijacking, the black­ 
mailing of four 
m ajor 
US. 
newspapers and the death of a 
policeman. 
F o r good m easu re , they 
dropped propaganda 
leaflets 
over London and Paris, forced 
authorities to make sim ilar 
drops over New York, Chicago 
and M ontreal, and asked to 
speak by phone to President 
Ford or Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger 
They did it all, they said, to 
bargain for publicity for an 
obscure separationist struggle 
in Yugoslavia. 
For their success, the five 
self-styled “Fighters for Free 
C roatia” may pay dearly — 
perhaps with their lives. 
They surrendered Sunday in 
Paris and were flown back to 
New York to face charges of air 
piracy and perhaps m urder — 
the form er for A m erica’s first 
hijacking in nearly four years, 
the latter for the death of New 
York 
police officer 
B rian 
M urray, 26, killed trying to 
disarm a bomb they left behind. 
M urder of a police officer in 
New York is punishable by 
death in the electric chair. 
The hijacked flight took them 
to M ontreal, N ew foundland, 
Iceland and Paris and, when 
they surrendered Sunday, back 
to New York where they started 
— this time in handcuffs. 
The New Y ork-to C hicago 
flight was near Buffalo, N Y , 
when the hijackers forced it to

turn north, toward M ontreal. 
In a locker in New Y ork’s 
Grand Central Station, th e y . 
said, authorities would find a 
2,400-word 
manifesto of 
the 
“Free Croatia” m ovem ent with 
a dem and it be published in its 
e n tirety in the New Y ork 
Tim es, the Chicago Tribune, 
the Washington Post and the' 
Los Angeles Times. 


With the m anifesto police 
found a bomb — the one that 
exploded and killed M urray. 
Unless 
their dem ands were 
published, the terrorists said, a 
second bomb would be detonat­ 
ed in a “busy location.” 
The plane landed at Mon­ 
treal, and again a t G ander, 
Newfoundland. At G ander, the 
five released 35 passengers, 


negotiated the assistance of a 
Boeing 707 jet to guide them 
because their own pilot did not 
know the way, and headed for 
Reykjavik, Iceland. 
B ehind, th e ir p ro p ag an d a 
leaflets were fluttering down 
over New York, Chicago and 
Montreal. From Iceland the 
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S P R IN G F IE L D , 
M ass. 
(UPI) — One of three persons 
arrested in an alleged plot to 
kill Sen. Edw ard M. Kennedy 
was interviewed last year by 
the Secret Service as a possible 
threat to President Ford. 
Robert E arl White, 42, of 
Springfield, was questioned in 
Milwaukee about one year ago, 
Thomas Smith, agent-in-charge 
of the B oston office, said 
Sunday. B ut c h arg e s w ere 
never pressed. 


Kennedy Sunday 
shrugged 
off the news of the alleged plot, 
uncovered Saturday when the 
trio was arrested. He continued 
his re-election cam paign with a 
visit to a tea ho6ted by his 
mother Rose Kennedy a t a 
Boston hotel. 
The 
M assachusetts 
Demo­ 
c ra t’s top aide, Edw ard M artin, 
said Kennedy “doesn’t intend to 
change or modify any of his 
plans. We’re not adding extra 
security.”

Thousands Of Black Workers Go 
2_avllîa"s Ms_°Die 
On Jobs Boycott In South Africa

Africa (UPI) — Thousands of 
black workers obeying strike 
calls by m ilitants boycotted 
their jobs today in a “harm-the- 
economy” cam paign coinciding 
with the 10th anniversary of 
Prim e M inister John V orster’s 
accession to power. 
The work stoppage — called 
for three days — followed a 
weekend m arked by scattered 
acts of violence, mostly in the 
country’s Cape Peninsula 1,000 
m iles to the south. Seven 
persons were reported killed, 
raising the death toll in 12 
weeks 
of 
nationwide 
racial 
unrest to 338. 
Firm s in the Johannesburg 
area 
said 
work 
attendance 
ranged from fair to poor and 
one company reportea a 70 per 
cent absenteeism rate following 
the weekend distribution 
of 
thousands of pam phlets calling 
for a three-day work stoppage. 
The Johannesburg Municipal 
Transport D epartm ent, which 
has a section run by blacks for 
blacks, said only four of the 
section's 62 conductors and nine 
of its 66 drivers showed up. 
Transport officials said 
the 
absenteeism was higher than 
during a sim ilar work boycott 
three weeks ago. 
Most of the strikers were 
residents of Soweto, the spraw l­ 
ing black township 15 miles 
southw est of Jo h an n esb u rg . 
But police said the stay-awav 
cam paign for the first tim e took 
hold in the nearby township of 
Alexandra. 
Businessmen have said that 
strik e calls, to g eth er w ith 
absenteeism resulting from the 
general unrest, has already 
caused the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars 
The work stoppage cam e as 
Prim e M inister Vorster, who 
m et Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger in Switzerland last 
week, prepared to brief Rhode­ 
sian Prim e M inister Ian Smith 
on the talks. 
Political sources here and in 
Rhodesia said Smith was ex­ 
pected to arrive later in the day 
and m eet V’orster for one day of 


talks Tuesday. 
On Monday evening, Vorster 
was to m ark his decade in office 
with a speech to the annual 
co ngress 
of 
the 
T ra n sv al 
province wing of his ruling 
National Party. 
The address in P retoria, the 


capital, was to touch on the US.-

BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) — 
Palestinian sources said today 
Syria has threatened to seek a 
m ilitary solution in Lebanon 
unless the Palestine Liberation 
Organization accepts D am as­ 
cus’s proposals for a political 
settlem ent.

“If the Palestinian resistance 
movement does not agree to 
Syrian term s, Syria will seek a 
m ilitary solution,” As Safir 
quoted the diplom ats as saying. 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) 
— A bomb believed 
detonated by remote control 
killed nine policemen and two 
civilians in the town of Rosario 
Sunday in the second m ajor 
terrorist attack on police this 
sum m er. 
A m ilitary communique said 
the policemen were in a bus 
returning from routine guard 
duty at a local football gam e in 
Rosario, 195 miles northwest of 
Buenos Aires. 
A man and his wife driving 
nearby were also killed and 
their 15-year-old daughter was 
seriously 
iniured, 
the 
com ­ 
munique said 


It said a young m an and girl 
were also injured but gave no 
further details 
The Argentine news agency 
Noticias Argentinas said the 
bomb, which was hidden in a 
parked car, was detonated as 
the bus drove by. Twenty-four 
policemen on board apparently 
escaped unhurt, it said. 
Last July 2, guerrillas infil­ 
trating police headquarters in 
Buenos Aires set off a bomb 
that killed 20 policemen and 
injured at least 66 more. It was 
one of the bloodiest terrorist 
attacks in the country’s history. 
So far this year Argentina’s 
political violence has killed a 
total of 881 persons

Report Due Today On Spray 


Can Gas Effects On Ozone 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
National Academy of Sciences 
study com m ittee was ready 
today to report on the possible 
threat som e spray-can gases 
and 
re frig e ra n ts 
pose 
to 
E arth ’s vital ozone radiation 
shield. 
The long-aw aited re p o rt, 
o rig in ally a n tic ip a te d 
last 
April, was expected to assess 
the current thinking of scien­ 
tists who have been studying 
the difficu lt e n v iro n m en tal 
problem for the past two years. 
The nontoxic gases, known as 
flu o ro carb o n s, a re used as 
propellants in about half of all 
aerosol products including hair 
sprays, deodorants and insec­ 
ticides. They also are used as 
refrigerants in most air condi­ 
tioning 
and 
in d u stria l 
refrigeration system s 
The issue was raised in 1974 
when chem ists FS. Rowland 
and 
M ario 
Moelina 
of 
the 
U niversity of C alifornia at 
Irvine said their calculations 
suggested large am ounts of 
fluorocarbons were rising into 
the upper atm osphere. 
They theorized that action of 
sunlight on the gases releases 
chlorine atom s, which in turn 
destroys molecules of ozone, a 
three-atom form of oxygen that 
forms a layer 10 to 30 miles high 
in the stratosphere. 
The ozone layer screens out 
harmful am ounts of ultraviolet 
radiation from the sun. The 
concern is that partial destruc­ 
tion of the ozone layer would 
increase the am ount of rad ia­ 
tion striking the E arth, leading 


to an increased incidence of 
skin 
c an c e r 
and 
possibly 
disrupting global w eather pat­ 
terns. 
A governm ent interagency 
task force reported in July, 
1975, there was enough evi­ 
dence available then to justify 
concern 
about 
co n tin u ed 
release of the gases into the 
atm osphere 
But it withheld recom m enda­ 
tions until the academ y could 
study the m atter. 
The state of Oregon already 
has enacted a ban on the use of 
aero so l p ro d u cts co n tain in g 
fluorocarbons. 
E l duPont de Nem ours and 
Co of Wilmington, Del , leading 
producer of the gases in the 
United States, estim ated in 1972 
that nearly 1 billion pounds of 
flu o ro carb o n s 
w ere 
being 
released into the atomoshpere 
annually throughout the world 
A duPont spokesman said 
earlier this y ear the company 
now is looking for possible 
alternatives to its fluorocarbon 
product known as Freon 
Until concern developed over 
their 
possible environmental 
effect, 
flu o ro carb o n s 
had 
gained increasing acceptance 
in the United States and around 
the world. 
In d u stry 
officials 
said 
production of the gases has 
fallen off in the past two years 
as a result of the ozone con­ 
troversy

Applegate is peti­ 
tioning Congress to enact legis­ 
lation presently before m at 
body, which will am end the 
Railroad Reorganization Act of 
1973. The federal legislation 
would authorize the U.S. Secre­ 
tary of Transportation to make 
the state and local tax p a y ­ 
ments on behalf of railroads in 
reorganization. 
Penn Central owes between 
$300,000,000 and $350,000,000 in 
back real estate taxes through­ 
out the United States. Sen. 
Applegate said Penn Central 
owes Ohio local governments 
and local school districts ap 
proximately $60,000,000 in real 
estate taxes according to the 
auditor. "The paym ent of this 
delinquent tax money would 
help to reduce the woes of some 
of Ohio's local governm ents’ 
fin an cial 
p ro b lem s,”

HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
entire staff of the United States 
Liaison Office in Peking visited 
the G reat Hall of the People this 
afternoon to pay 
their last 
respects to Chinese Communist 
party Chairm an Mao Tse-tung. 
David Dean, acting chief of 
Liaison Office, 
led 
the 
di­ 
plomats and their wives past 
the flag-covered body of the 
founder of the People s Repub­ 
lic of China during a period set 
aside for 
foreign 
residents. 
About 40 Am ericans were in­ 
volved. 
Until 
their visit, 
grieving 
Chinese had filed past 
the 
rem ains of Mao — who died last 
Thursday at the age of 82 — at 
the rate of alm ost 4,000 an hour. 
Many wept and cried out, and 
some broke down and had to be 
helped from the Great Hall. 
Comrades in a revolutionary 
struggle that began more than 
50 years ago took turns stan­ 
ding by his funeral bier as 
guards of honor. 
Many were so old and en­ 
feebled they could not stand or 
walk without assistance. But 
they took their turns in the 
honor guard lineup, as an arm y 
band played solemn music. 
Since the week of form al 
mourning began Saturday, po­ 
lice and militia troops have 
m aintained tight security in the 
capital, particularly around the 
sprawling Tien An Men (Gate 
of Heavenly Peace) Square, 
where the G reat Hall is located 
W earing black a rm b a n d s, 
tens of thousands of mourners 
filed past Mao’s body, clad in 
the gray tunic he m ade famous 
and resting on a three-foot-high 
white bier. 
Many wept and some cried 
out, “Chairm an Mao, Chair­ 
m an Mao, you’ll always live in 
our m em ory,” the New China 
News Agency reported. 
Other broke down and had to 
be helped, according to televi­ 
sion film transm itted by the 
C hinese from 
Peking and 
reports of residents in the 
capital. 
A family w reath 
of sun­ 
flowers. sheaves of wheat, ears 
of corn and yellow flowers stood 
near the body. 
Peking Radio broadcast m es­ 
sages from party, government 
and m ilitary organizations in 
provincial regions pledging to 
"rally around the party central 
com m ittee,” faithfully carry 
out the policies laid down by 
Mao, and continue the power 
struggle he launched against 
purged vice party Chairm an 
Teng Hsiao-ping and Teng’s 
supporters only a few months 
before he died. 
None of the numerous m es­ 
sages sent so far has endorsed 
Hua Kuo-feng as Mao’s succes­ 
s o r .

AKRON, Ohio (UPI) - A 
spokesman foor Citizens for 
Safe, Lower Cost Electricity

issues. 
Eugene P. O’Grady, execu­ 
tive director of the organiza­ 
tion, m ade the statem ent in 
rem arks prepared for delivery 
to a news conference here. 
“Supporters of these four 
issues have and are continuing 
to say these issues will lower 
utility costs,” he said "This is 
m is r e p r e s e n ta tio n .

O’Grady said the citizens 
committee, a coalition of labor, 
business, industry, scientists 
and farm groups, would con 
duct a public education pro 
gram because “the stakes are 
high for all Ohioans. 
“Not only will passage of 
these four proposed issues 
mean higher costs and taxes 
but they will severely inhibit 
Ohio’s economic development 
and 
the welfare 
of 
Ohio’s 
people,” said O’Grady.

—Issue 4 would mean higher 
gas and electric rates for those 
who 
use 
m ore 
than 
the 
minimum am ounts of electricty 
as a m ajority of Ohioans do. 
—Issue 5 would cost utility 
users $6 a year more to have a 
voice in a consum er group, thus 
duplicating a consumer attor­ 
ney’s office recently created by 
the legislature. 
—Issue 6 would in crease 
electric bills by shutting down 
safe, lower cost nuclear energy. 
—Issue 7 would cost taxpay­ 
ers more because they would 
have to pay for putting special 
interest group issues on the 
ballot since the num ber of 
signatures ' needed

retirem ent, of the m ilitary-industrial complex. 
Add now , the federal bureaucracy-university 
complex, less publicized, but as powerful 
A dozen universities regularly furnish an 
abnormally high percentage of the higher 
ranking bureaucrats in the m ajor agencies of the 
government. 
A handful of schools year after year receive a 
sizeable percentage of all research contracts 
given to academ ic institutions 
Some m ajor schools reportedly cooperate with 
agencies of the government to give accreditation 
and mythical job appointments to certain in­ 
dividuals so that they will be eligible for high- 
paying influential government 
posts 
under 
special regulations, replacing men and women 
who have worked their way up through civil 
serv ice channels 
Then there’s the m atter of overpaym ent. The 
various d e p artm en ts of the governm ent 
regularly pay excessively high rates to certain 
universities and other favored academ ic groups 
for hurried superficial studies which would not 
meet the standards imposed by open competition 
in a free market-place. 
In some instances it is quite clear that the 
researcher, usually a Ph D , had pamphlets and 
other such sources, then typed them together 
with some limited continuity 
The research, in short, can be abominable In 
one case, the quality of the language was 
frequently subm arginal It was frequently dif­ 
ficult to determ ine what the author was driving 
at. After a careful study of his paragraphs, it 
becam e clear that he was hiding some obvious, 
simplistic statem ent behind polysyllabic woras 
in order to make the reader believe he had deep 


insight into the situation. 
In modern English, not a few of these studies 
are ripoffs Yet the government agencies go 
back, time and again, to these sam e favored 
universities and private academ ic groups 
Recent studies have shed some light on these 
connections There seems to be a definite pattern 
of personnel circulation between certain colleges 
and universities and certain departm ents, agen­ 
cies and bureaus of the government. G raduates 
and professors regularly move into depart­ 
ments, where friends and associates are located, 
then back to the university or to special research 
in stitu tio n s w hich have becom e “ holding 
groups” for scholars out of government, perhaps 
because of a change of adm inistrations, until the 
time is ripe to move back into the federal system 
in higher positions. These men, in turn, bring in 
their proteges who, more frequently than not, 
receive rapid promotions. 
^ 
Sometimes, more commonly today than in (he 
past, the Circle is enlarged to include certain 
m ajor corporations. In the main these com ­ 
panies themselves seem to have been heavily 
infiltrated by the men from the sam e academ ic 
institutions. 
One might suppose offhand that these colleges 
and individuals were chosen for their excellence. 
As indicated above, some examples suggest this 
is not always so. The favored colleges are not 
always those with the highest reputations. A 
goodly number of the nation’s higher ranking 
institutions are not represented in appreciable 
numbers in the upper ranks of the bureaucracy. 
They are not numbered in the “in” group 


The growth of these cliques forms an unhappy 
pattern, dangerously narrowing the base on 
which government decisions are made.

West Dominates Field 
It is true that m any countries 
in A sia, A frica and L atin 
America are at a disadvantage

business Most of them lack the 
technical facilities for tran- 
s m i t t i n g 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
throughout 
th eir 
own 
territories, much less to the 
world outside. The big Western 
wire services and broadcasting 
companies dominate their field 
as the multinational dominate 
theirs, and operate according to 
the sam e m arket principles. 
The result is too little space, 
and too little sym pathy, in 
Western media for develop­ 
ments in the Third World and 
excessive concentration in the 
Third World press on events in 
London, Paris and Washington. 
Now India and other sponsors 
of the non-aligned press plan 
have set out not only to redirect 
that information flow but to 
change its content. Information 
m inisters from 58 countries met 
in Delhi recently to approve a 
constitution for a pool of news 
agencies The purpose of the 
pool is to circulate news about 
the Third World within the 
Third World and to guarantee 
that information is "objective” 
by restricting its sources to

“national” tending to mean 
government-run. 
By facilitating the faster and

press pool — and a sim ilar 
regional schem e for Latin 
America also proposed last 
month — may not add much to

But as the non- 
aligned plan now stands, it 
should pose no great threat to 
press freedom either M ember 
agencies will still have the 
option of supplementing pool 
reports with news from other 
so u rces, including W estern 
ones.

New Straits-Times, was jailed; 
in India the last two outlets for 
c riticism , 
S em inar 
and 
Opinion, were silenced. 


What the Indians and other 
advocates of censorship refuse 
to recognize is that a vigorous 
local press is not only an early- 
warning system that may help 
them detect unrest, it is also 
their best defense against the 
W estern press monopolies they 
love 
to 
h ate. 
B efore 
the 
emergency much of the best 
writing on India was in Indian 
newspapers 
and 
m agazines; 
som e of these correspondents 
also co n trib u ted to foreign 
publications. 
A news pool that distributed 
this 
kind 
of 
indigenous 
reporting would have a real 
claim for support, and not only 
in the Third World. At least one 
such news serv ice a lre ad y 
exists: a kind of Asian Reuters 
called the Press Foundation of 
Asia, which is financed and 
controlled 
by 
m em ber 
newspapers (not governments) 
and staffed by top A sian 
journalists. 
Only As Free as M embers 
But this too can only be as 
free as its m em ber papers 
which, under pressure from 
governments, are getting less 
free every day. 
T here 
is 
one 
arg u m en t 
against censorship the Third 
World cannot ignore: it doesn’t 
work. India, for one, m ay have 
successfully suffocated its local 
new papers. But in the age of the 
transistor, it cannot stop some 
25 million people getting their 
news from the BBC. Even the 
Russians, with their advanced 
jam m ing system s, have been 
unable to shut out Western 
radio broadcasts 
altogether. 
On the contrary, the Russian 
ex p erien ce 
confirm s 
w hat 
might be called the iron law of 
censorship: 
the 
tighter 
the 
co n tro ls, 
the 
w ider 
the 
credibility gap and the greater 
the dependence on foreign news 
sources. The one way to break 
this vicious cycle is to let the

A nyw ay, the com ­ 
moners loved it. By the 1950s 
the Pickrick was the eatery for 
the little people of Atlanta, and 
ole Lester was not only their 
m aitre d' but their political 
guru. By now he was railing 
against “godless com m unism ,” 
and “sham eless integration.” 
Ole Lester had become the 
biggest redneck in town. 
He ran for office often 
(m ayor 
tw ice, 
lieu ten an t 
governor once), but it w asn’t 
until 
1964 
that 
he 
becam e 


Was 
outrageous enough to be taketf 
seriously. On the signing of th i 
Civil Rights Bill of that yean* 
three black students tried to < 
in the Pickrick and Lester kej^ 
them out at the point of a gur£ 
He was to win this battle ( “ f 
don’t want their woolly heads it» 
my place” ) 
by closing th£ 
Pickrick down. Two years lateC 
he became the governor of 
Georgia (he tied opponent Bo 
Calloway in the balloting, but 
was voted in by 
the state 
legislature). 
Lester’s story becomes more 
fam iliar after 
this. 
As a 
national figure he has cham­ 
pioned the Ku Klux Klan, the 
John Birch Society, and a group 
of 
his 
own 
called 
GUT§ 
(G eorgians 
U nw illing 
to 
Surrender). He has peddled 
Negro-baiting axe handles, he 
has advised police to shoot 
rioters on sight, he has warned 
us that Playboy m agazine 
should 
be 
banned 
from 
newsstands. And he ran for 
president once before, in 1968, 
getting zero delegate votes at 
the Democratic convention. 
Now he’s in the news again. 
He says that when he was born 
“Our colored woman picked me 
up and said, This boy’s gonna 
be president some day.’ ” So 
he's soliciting votes from aU 
those common men who believe 
in segregation, in government, 
by vengeance, and in a God who° 
would shoot rioters on sight.

Reading Tests Show 
What Students Need

In helping children learn to 
read, are we teaching them 
what they “need to know” as 
well as what is “nice to know” ? 
A 
new 
“ m an ag em en t 
system ” of reading instruction 
th at focuses on 
m inim um 
reading skills may shed some 
light on that m ystery. 
It is called SARI (System atic 
A pproach 
to 
R eading 
Im provem ent). The approach 
has been developed over the 
past six years with the help of 
fe d eral, 
s ta te 
and 
local 
re so u rces. 
F ield -tested 
in 
California classroom s, 
SARI 
won the overwhelming support 
of 
read in g 
tea c h e rs. 
The 
procedure is now in regular use 
in 
175 school 
d istric ts 
of 
California and in nearly 100 
districts of 20 other states. 
The SARI program identifies 
85 minimum reading skills for 
stu d en ts from k in d erg a rte n 
through grade eight. It then 
outlines ways of testing and 
teaching so that youngsters will 
gain these skills. 
The first step in starting a 
SARI program is a student 
placem ent test. Test results 
show the teacher what skills a 
student has yet to m aster. 
The teacher then writes an 
individual “prescription,” that 
is, outlines suitable reading 
exercises and activities 
for 
each child. The SARI teacher’s 
manual provides a pre-test, 
worksheet and activity list that 
can 
be 
used 
w ith 
o th er 
classro o m 
m a te ria ls 
in 
designing prescriptions. 
After a student completes all 
the prescribed items, he takes a 
post-test to show how well the 
prescriptions are working and 
to dem onstrate newly acquired 
abilities. 
Jan Gottschalk, curriculum 
specialist in the Simi Valley 
(Calif.) Unified School District 
where SARI is used in teaching 
8,000 boys and girls, says, “One 
reason our teachers like the 
system is that they can work on 
what the student does NOT 
know. They don’t w aste tim e 
teaching what has already been 
learned. This is what the place­ 
ment 
tests 
do. 
They 
show 
teacher and student what in­ 
struction is needed at a p a r­ 
ticular point. When students 
understand what needs to be 
learned, they work harder.” 
The diagnosis — prescription 
— 
p o st-test 
ap p ro ach 
is 
followed from skill to skill as 
the student climbs the ladder of 
reading ability. 
The results of testing and 
instruction are recorded for 
each student as well as for the 
whole class. A “Student Bubble 
C hart” is also used to en-

courage students 
to 
keep 
progress records. Parents are 
invited to check on their child’s 
progress 
with 
a 
“ Parent 
Information Booklet.” In this 
booklet, each of the 85 per­ 
formance objectives is listed, 
with space for dates when each 
objective is achieved.

teachers 
but 
students are enthusiastic about 
SARI. Their response led to the 
development of a SARI Activity 
Kit with 999 pages of gam es and 
activ ities, 
402 
pages 
of 
worksheets and 27 pages of 
“how to construct” activities. 
With a ctiv ities like “ Mon- 
sterous 
W ords,” 
“Tim e 
T ra v elers,” 
“ Ice 
Cream 
Rhym e 
T im e,” 
“ Outer 
Limits,” or “Net a Poli-Word,” 
students enjoy working on basic 
reading skills. 
The SARI program is not a 
c o m m e r c ia lly 
produce^ 
program and is not limited to 
use with any single textbook or 
instructional program. A SARI 
teacher’s manual (nearly 1,000 
pages) provides all of the in­ 
form ation 
and 
m a te r ia l 
required to im plem ent the 
SARI management system. To 
encourage duplication of the 
materials and keep costs at a 
minimum, the materials are 
not copyrighted.

FBI has identified a Croatian 
p o litica lly a c tiv e w ith two 
groups opposed to Communist 
rule in Croatia as the man who 
led four other terrorists 
in 
hijacking a jetliner in the U S. 
Zvonko Busic, 30, New York, 
is a form er Clevelander who 
left here about four years ago. 
He has lived in New York City 
with his wife, Julienne, a school 
teacher, according to B usic’s 
sis te r , Z dravka 
L ogaru sic, 
Cleveland, who said: "He was a 
decent person, and that’s aH I 
can tell you.” 
Mrs. Busic is believed to be 
one of the five hijackers who 
surrendered Sunday in P aris. 
Another of the accused men, 
F ran e P esu t, is a 
form er 
C lev ela n d er now liv in g 
in 
Fairview , N J , according to the 
FBI 
T he 
h y ja ck ers 
w ere 
returned after their surrender 
to New York City for arraign­ 
ment in the hijacking and the 
death of a New York City 
policem an. 
The officer w as killed when a 
bomb allegedly left behind by 
the terrorists exploded.

Croatian Migration, Cleveland, 
tried to help Busic when he first 
arrived in the U S. from a 
refugee 
cam p 
in 
1969,

Josep h B o silje v ic . He said 
Busic was

with Otpor and the Croatian 
Republican Party. 
Busic had been in trouble 
locally because of his political

I’ve been horrified at what I 
have seen on TV during prime­ 
time. Even the so-called “chil­ 
dren’s shows” are rife with 
shootings, stabbings, bloody 
fist fights and exotic forms of 
torture. 
Dr. F. J. Ingelfinger, editor of 
the prestigious New England 
Journal of Medicine, has called 
on the Am erican M edical 
Association to appoint a panel 
to identify the TV programs 
“ m ost notorious for their 
routine and persistent 
por­ 
trayal of violence.” 
Once these programs have 
been identified, Dr. Ingelfinger 
asks for an all-out effort by 
parents to boycott the products 
promoted in association with 
the offending programs. The 
doctor said, "Our dogs can sur­ 
vive without the gourmet dishes 
that underwrite a weekly gang- 
land-police shoot-out. 
Our 
kitchens will function without 
the gadgets and appliances 
advertised 
between 
gory 
executions and garrotings.” 
With your help, Ann, this de­ 
structive element in our nation 
can be brought to responsible 
leadership. Please get behind 
it.

DEAR HOUSTON FRIEND- 
S : Thanks for the opportunity to 
lower the boom on TV violence. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation’s Board of Trustees has 
stated that TV violence is bad 
for the m ental health of 
children. Their, resolution has 
called TV violence “an environ­ 
mental hazard” and asked the 
AM A to declare it “a risk factor 
which threatens the health and 
welfare of young Americans.” 
Dr. Michael B. Rothenberg, a 
child psychiatrist at the Uni­ 
versity of Washington, claims 
the average American young­ 
ster will 
have seen 
18,000 
murders on television by the 
time he graduates from high 
school. 
M oreover, 
Dr. 
Rothenberg says, the standard 
TV cartoon for children under 
10 years of age features rob­ 
bery, arson, bombing, forgery, 
smuggling, kidnapping, beating 
and torture. 
While there is some disagree­ 
ment among the authorities, 
the experts with whom I consult 
are in strong agreement that a 
steady diet of TV violence 
(which is what our kids are 
getting) incites aggressive and 
antisocial behavior. 
The statistics 
of juvenile 
crime and attacks on teachers 
are appalling. I am convinced 
that this is no mere coinci­ 
dence. 
I urge all parents to watch 
what your children watch on 
TV. Insist that the set be turned 
off or the channel changed if the 
show depicts violence. BE 
FIRM. Then write to the TV 
station and let them know what 
you think of their program­ 
ming. Send a copy of your letter 
to tire presidents of the compa­ 
nies that sponsor the offending 
programs.

Teachers are after a salary 
range of $10,000 to $19.000, 
Beginning teachers currently 
make 
$8,758 with a top of 
$16.640. 
Dr. Wilbur H. Lewis, schools 
superintendent, said little pro­ 
gress was make in the 50 hours 
of talks and “it looks as though 
some attitudes on the part of 
the PEA leadership are going to 
have to change if this is to be 
settled during the second week. 
"The board is not going to 
mortgage this community by 
giving pay increases with 
money it doesn’t have Such 
action would mean closed 
schools next fall and we’re not 
going to do that without some 
kind of approval from the 
community,’’ Lewis said. 
The Parma district budget 
for 1977 is about $2.3 million in 
the red and 94 teaching and 
administrative positions were 
cut last spring to balance 1976 
appropriation hurt by declining 
enrollment.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — As a 
legacy from Rep. Wayne Hays’ 
shortened political career, 
more and more women em­ 
ployes on Capitol Hill are being 
granted protection from job 
discrimination. 
The bipartisan, wholly volun­ 
teer, program, by some mem­ 
bers embarrassed by the Hays 
sex scandal, is supported so far 
by 62 of the 431 House mem­ 
bers. Advocates expect the 
number to hit 100 by the end of 
the current session this fall. 
By next year, they hope it will 
bring about legislation giving 
congressional employes the 
same guarantees that Congress 
mandated in the private sector 
under the Equal Pay Act of 1963 
and the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
Those statutes now do not apply 
in Congress. 
The Senate also acknowl­ 
edged the problem of Capitol 
Hill job discrimination last 
week, passing a resolution that 
says its employes deserve the 
same equal opportunities as 
Congress mandated for the 
private sector. 
Although pleased by the 
Senate action. Women’s Caucus 
members noted it provided no 
means of enforcement. 
The House grievance com­ 
mittee has no power to force a 
congressman to remedy dis­ 
crimination in his office, but it 
may publicize its findings if a 
member refuses to comply. 
‘There are very few teeth in 
this plan,’’ said Women’s 
Caucus leader Miriam Dorsey, 
who works for Rep. Richardson 
Preyer, D-NC. “But it goes 
much farther than anything 
we’ve had to date.” 
She said the movement would 
not have won support without 
Elizabeth Ray’s charge that 
she was being kept on’ Hays’ 


payroll for sexual favors. 
“It always takes a dramatic 
incident like this to changq 
things in Congress,” she said.* I

He also has this lovely blonde 
dish, a former Miss World, 
sitting around waiting for him 
after all his matches. Once in 
awhile they get themselves a 
hamburger. They don’t have to 
restrict themselves to that, 
though, because Connors al­ 
ready has earned himself more 
than a quarter-million this 
year. 
If he had been lacking 
anything, it was only some 
personal satisfaction and he 
finally got that Sunday by 
beating Sweden’s Bjorn Borg, 
6-4, 3-6, 7-6, 6-4, for the Open 
title. 
Connors, it turns out, still is a 
little sensitive about the 6-4, 6-3, 
6-3 licking Spain’s Manuel 
Orantes inflicted upon him in 
last year’s Open final.

DEAR DR. LAM B - Two 
doctors te ll me I have 
leukopenia but haven't done 
anything for me. I ’m allergic 
to drugs. I couldn’t find much 
on leukopenia in my medical 
books. Could you tell me what 
causes leukopenia? What, if 
anything, can be done for it? 
What kind of diet should I 
follow? Can it be cured9 
D E A R R E A D E R - In 
general there are red cells 
and white cells in your 
bloodstream. The white cells 
are called leukocytes. The 
decrease of white cells in 
leukopenia is usually of the 
cells that increase in number 
when you have an infection. 
These are neutrophils so you 
probably have neutropenia, 
the main form of leukopenia. 
The neutrophils are also 
called granulocytes. You may 
have 
heard 
the 
term 
agranulocytosis which means 
neutropenia, but the term is 
usually reserved for mor£ 
severe forms. 
The granulocytes are 
manufactured in the bone 
marrow, then released into 
your bloodstream. You may 
be surprised to learn that the 
average white cell doesn't 
stay in your bloodstream very 
long. In a short time it 
migrates out of the circulation 
into your body tissues. There 
are 20 times as many 
granulocytes in your tissues 
as there are in your circula­ 
tion. 
You also have a reservoir of 
white cells in your bone 
marrow. You have 15 to 20 
times as many mature white 
cells in your bone marrow 
waiting to be released if your 
body needs them. If a person 
develops acute appendicitis 
these cells are released 
suddenly to combat infection 
and the white count goes up 
rapidly. Measuring the white 
cells in your bloodstream is 
only an index of how many 
neutrophils your body may be 
producing. 
Your doctors are probably 


not doing any more because 
you are probably one of those 
people who have a decrease 
that is not sufficient to be im­ 
portant from a health point of 
view. A small decrease in 
cells doesn’t seem to make 
any difference. When the 
count is well below half the 
usual value seen the person 
may be more prone to infec­ 
tions 
The white cells are used to 
fight off infection. If your 
count is very low then you will 
need to take precautions 
against developing an infec­ 
tion. That w ill include 
avoiding crowds, being 
careful to not injure yourself 
and even greater car of your 
skin to avoid pimples and the 
like. A pimple in a person with 
poor defenses against infec­ 
tion can be dangerous. I doubt 
this is your problem. 
The cause of the mild cases 
is unknown. It is sometimes a 
fam ilial characteristic. 
Severe forms can be caused 
by inadequate bone marrow 
production from actions of 
drugs, chemical solvents, in­ 
secticides and a host of fac­ 
tors. One aspect of treatment 
in these cases is elimination 
'of the offending drug if possi­ 
ble 
Many drug or chemical in­ 
duced episodes are cured 
spontaneously when the offen­ 
ding agent is removed. I 
would think that you probably 
don’t need anything special 
except to be checked regular­ 
ly and, if need be, to take add­ 
ed precautions against infec­ 
tion or to get treatment at 
once with any sign of an infec­ 
tion.

At times they 
did chide the Goldwater heck­ 
lers, saying, as Luci put it, “ It’s 
all right to disagree, but not be 
disagreeable.” 
But there was no big drum 
beating on the issues and taking 
strong stands. The same was 
true of both of Pat Nixon and 
her daughters, Tricia Cox and 
Julie Eisenhower. All of them 
were defensive and protective 
in their remarks, particularly 
Julie, who would speak of “ my 
daddy,” but they did not 
frontally attack Nixon's op­ 
ponent, Sen. George McGovern, 
in 1972. 
Harry S.Truman and Dwight 
D.Eisenhower would introduce 
the “ Boss” or “ My Mamie” at 
the back of a train and leave it 
at that Political speeches for 
those first ladies were forbid­ 
den. 
But it’s a new ballgame. 
Women’s lib and the passing of 
the 1960s have apparently 
encouraged the candidates to 
use their families, especially 
the wives, as full fledged 
surrogates. 
Both Betty Ford and Rosa- 
lynn Carter are not pulling their 
punches, although Mrs. Carter 
is taking a more active role in 
the campaign.

plug in pushing her husband. 
Mrs. Ford also has a close 
relationship with her husband’s 
campaign. She does not par­ 
ticipate 
in 
the 
day-today 
decisions, but she is consulted 
about her role and she gives her 
advice to her husband. 
Mrs. Carter criticized Ford at 
a news conference in Lansing, 
Mich., recently saying, “ I don’t 
trust him to lead the country 
and get it moving again. I think 
the country is foundering.” 
She also said 
that 
her 
husband would be a better 
president because he is ex­ 
perienced as a farmer and a 
businessman. “ We need a 
leader who has confidence in 
the American people,” she 
said. “ If we have a leader the 
people can trust we can solve 
our problems.” 
Mrs. Ford told interviewers 
she thought the ticket of Jimmy 
Carter and Walter Mondale was 
a “ strange combination.” 
“ You have Carter supposedly 
as a Southern Baptist conserva­ 


tive and Mondale as certainly 
about the extreme the other 
way as we have in Congress,” 
she said. 
As for whether it will make 
them easier or more difficult to 
beat, she said: “ I would say 
that they will each draw 
naturally from 
their 
own 
groups.” 
The Ford children, par­ 
ticularly Jack, 24, also are 
going to campaign and will be 
discussing 
the 
issues 
in 
speeches 
and 
news 
con­ 
ferences. Carter’s family will 
do the same. 
The campaign committees on 
both sides are only too happy to 
have the wives and children on 
the hustings, pinch-hitting for 
the candidate or representing 
the family in the demanding 
public appearances. 
And from that standpoint, 
politics has become a family 
affair. The families are moti­ 
vated by a desire to help the 
candidate. Perhaps there is 
also some desire to get in the 
White House or to stay there, 


but that is usually a more 
muted ambition. 
The candidates obviously 
believe that their wives and 
children make a real contribu­ 
tion. They want them on the 
political stump, and now they 
are speaking more freely than 
they ever did before. 
X-Rays Pinpoint 
Death Causes In 
Traffic Mishaps 


BUFFALO, N Y. (AP) — In­ 
juries to the head and neck are 
the most common cause of 
death in traffic accidents, ac­ 
cording to a series of p0^ ' 
mortem X-ray examinations 
conducted here. 


In the first such X-ray study 
of its kind, 146 consecutive auto 
accident victims were radio­ 
graphed a few hours after death 
and before autopsy. Eighty-two 
of these (56 per cent) showed 
head and neck injuries, and 
most of these represented the 
cause 
of 
death. 
In 
the 
remaining 64 persons, death 
.was most often due to chest or 
abdominal injuries. 


According to a report by Dr. 
George J. Alker Jr.'and four 
other radiologists at Edward J. 
Meyer Memorial Hospital, 
State University of New York, 
and Dr. Judith Lehotay, pathol­ 
ogist of the Erie County Medi­ 
cal Examiner’s Office, post- 
morten X-ray studies are par­ 
ticularly valuable in detecting 
fractures and dislocations of 
the cervical spine because 
time-consuming and tedious 
dissection is required to reveal 
them at autopsy. 


The physicians point out that 
head rests and seat belts are 
effective in reducing injuries 
but some still can be traced to 
these devices. It is their hope 
that investigations of this type 
will contribute to improved 
safety devices and awareness 
of safe-driving practices which 
will ultimately result in the re­ 
duction of traffic fatalities.

Im ports are banned 
Patil estim ates at least 1,000 
watches are smuggled in each 
day and says the figurecould be 
three to five tim es larger 
P atil’s timepieces won t pass 
for an Omega. Rolex or Bulova, 
but they a re n ’t m eant to. The 
prices start about $22 and range 
to around $55. 
‘‘We have been asked by the 
government to provide watches 
to everyone in the country and 
stop this 
sm uggling,” 
Patil 
said. 
One problem is that India 
currently has a population of 
604 m illion and H industan 
Machine Tools produces only 
about 600,000 watches a year — 
one for each 1,000 people The 
government hopes the company 
can make three million watches 
per year by the end of the 
decade. 
It currently m akes 22 models 
of hand-w ound and six of 
autom atic watches Executives 
have studied digital watches 
but are shying away from them 
because of the nation’s high 
illiteracy rate — 70 per cent. 
“We see time, looking at a 
watch, but with an electronic 
watch you read tim e.” Patil 
said, “ it may be difficult for 
some of our farm ers and poor 
people to read tim e.” 
He said the firm wouldn’t 
even think of exporting watches 
to the United States because 
"Timex and Seiko are

strong ” Asked about possibly 
exporting watches to Japan 
sometime in the future, he said,

For now, die objective is 
getting watches onto the wrists 
of the Indians.

Regents Want Universities 
To Expand Adult Education 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - 
The Board of Regents wants 
Ohio colleges and universities 
to meet the "growing dem and 
for lifelong learning" by ex­ 
panding program s geared to 
the adult-education m arket. 
"The time is past when col­ 
leges and universities can n ar­ 
rowly view their contribution as 
something which takes place at 
a set and usually early stage of 
a student’s life," the regents 
said. "Now they must concern 
th em selv es w ith the m uch 
broader need for lifelong learn­ 
ing." 


The call for a new com ­ 
m itm ent higher education for 
older adults is a m ajor em pha­ 
sis of the regents five-year Ohio 
M aster Plan It is expected to 
be adopted at a meeting Sept. 


17. 
In a draft copy of the report, 
the board noted that the adult 
education m arket currently is 
dom inated bv agencies and in- 


stitutions outside the field of 
traditional higher education In 
1973, the report says more than 
32 million adults nationwide 
used some sort of noncampus 
training or learning. 


Higher education in Ohio can­ 
not hope to expand courses 
"into every conceivable field 
and compete with all the other 
organizations involved in life­ 
long learning." But the report 
says colleges and universities 
should consider m ajor changes 
in historical program ing as a 
priority. 


"Faced with very 
serious 
economic pressures, they must 
begin providing effective serv­ 
ices to new groups of students, 
especially adults, to offset* the 
expected decline in enrollm ents 
from your age groups.” 


There is no need for a spe­ 
cialized statewide cam pus for 
older adults, according to the 
regents study. “Our existing in­ 
stitutions have the resources 


and responsibility for this im- . 
portant assignm ent." 
As a first step, the regents 
would set up a statewide P lan­ 
ning Council on Lifelong Learn- 
ing to assist the colleges and 
universities and recommend to 
state government policies that 
will encourage adult education. 
The board further says that 
“m uch already is being done in 
Ohio to provide for expanded 
adult education 
In 1975, a regents survey 
found more than 225,000 regis­ 
trations at state-assisted col­ 
leges and universities for late 
afternoon, weekend and eve­ 
ning courses. In the sam e year, 
there were nearly 13,000 regis­ 
trations for off-campus cour-’ 
se s.

Stained gown causes

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I hope someone can tell me how to 
remove spots from a 23-year-old satin wedding dress. 
My grand-daughter wants to be married in her mother’s 
wedding dress, but I am afraid that if it is dry cleaned it 
might shrink a bit and it just fits her now. — MRS. F.M. 
DEAR MRS. F.M. — I think you will be courting dis­ 
aster to try removing those spots at home. First, you do 
not seem to know what they are and you will be gambl­ 
ing on the effect of any cleaning agent on old fabric. 
Have you discussed the possibility of spot cleaning with 
a professional dry cleaner? I would be sure to go to one 
who specialises in fine garments and fabrics. Good luck 
— your granddaughter has a beautiful idea. I do hope 
she can wear her mother's wedding dress. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — While a needlepoint canvas or a piece of 
crewel is being worked, the edges tend to fray. Masking tape 
is perfect for folding over the cut edges and is easily removed 
when the work is finished. — KATHERINE. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is having to pay such high 
prices for what are supposed to be fresh vegetables, but have 
been frozen. Yams are one example. The same applies to 
apples that have been kept in cold storage. They are so cold 
they turn brown and soft inside and are inedible. It does no 
good to speak to the store managers, since they say this is the 
way they are sent to them. I think the advice and knowledge 
offered in the column are just great. — N.T. 
DEAR POLLY — I am an executive housekeeper and find 
chalkboard cleaner is tops for cleaning slate and keeping it in 
excellent condition. We really stumbled on to this when the 
slate window sills became badly marked from flower pots and 
vases being put on them. There is no danger of the floors being 
slippery from the use of this cleaner, yet it gives a sheen as 
well as a rich color to the slate.

DEAR POLLY — Empty toilet paper rolls are great for slip­ 
ping over rolled maps, calendars, wallpaper remnants or 
charts. More than one can be used for longer rolls. 
Keep a file folder marked “Charities” and put in it notations 
of any donations you make during the year.

But Bergland. a Minnesota 
Democrat, said he is putting the 
bill on record now to lay the

threat 
that 
many 
American sugar beet growers 
mav quit producing the crop. 
The US sugar industry has 
been operating on a basically 
tree 
market 
basis 
with 
no 
government price floors, m ar­ 
keting 
controls 
or 
effective 
import quotas since the begin 
ning of 1975 when a 40-year-old 
program of rigid government 
controls expired 
Growers at first felt little 
pain because sugar prices 
soared in 1974 and part of 1975 
due to tight supplies But prices 
have been sinking this year, 
and have dropped to levels 
which Bergland says are below 
production costs for some 
growers 
An Agriculture Department 
report toda> said New York 
prices for raw sugar fell on 
Sept 2 to9 45 cents a pound, the 
lowest level since January 2. 
1973 Prices have been sinking 
from a 16.6 cent a pound level in 
July because w orld supplies are 
currently ample and reserve 
stocks are mounting 
Now. Bergland says, he has 
been getting appeals from 
• producers of both cane and beet 
sugar 
— and 
from 
some 
refinery spokesmen — for 
action 
to 
keep 
Am erican 
producers 
in 
business. 
At 
current price levels, he says. 
; many beet growers may switch 
to other crops and the domestic 
industry would shrink 
Under Bergland's bill, the 
government would not restrict 
production or marketing and 
would not make subsidy pay­ 
ments to farmers But it wouid 
keep an effective floor under 
raw sugar prices by setting a 
base price geared to the cost 
of producing beet sugar 
Once the base price was set — 
it would be about 15 cents a 
pound under current conditions 
any imported sugar which 
arrived at a lower price would 
be immediately hit with a tariff 
equal to 97 5 per cent of the gap 
between the import price and 
the base. 
This would bring the effective 
market price of the imported 
sugar — currently 
the 
U S 
imports about 40 per cent of its 
supplies — up to the govern­ 
ment-fixed 
base 
and 
would 
prevent foreign producers from 


substantially 
underselling 
Americans 
The system is similar to a 
"variable levy 
plan used by 
the European Common Market 
to make sure that imported 
farm products are not sold 
below the support levels it sets 
for European farmers 
Bergland 
conceded 
in 
an 
interv iew that his proposal will 
probably be opposed by the 
Ford adm inistration, which 
favors a free market for sugar 
The Minnesota Democrat, a 
vice 
chairm an 
of 
Jim m y 
Carter's farm campaign com­ 
mittee. said he had no promise 
that a Carter administration 
would endorse "this particular 
remedy'' for low sugar prices. 
"But a Carter administration 
would be more concerned about 
the fate of this industry 
it 
would be more likely to con­ 
sider suggestions to introduce 
an element of stability into the 


domestic sugar 
industry,” 
Bergland contended 
The Minnesota lawm aker

Chicago (NFS) — Re-land­ 
scaping of older properties can 
give them a much needed uplift 
in

according to Dick Brickman, 
president of Theodore Brick­ 
man Co., Long Grove, IU., 
landscape

contractors. 
‘There are many commer­ 
cial, industrial, and residential 
buildings that are poorly land­ 
scaped or not landscaped at all, 
either because they had no 
landscaping budget when they 
were built or landscaping was 
not regarded as having any 
value at the time,’’ he said. 
Even older buildings that 
were originally well landscaped 
may have deteriorated in ap­ 
pearance in recent years. 


"TH E BEST landscaping 
doesn’t List forever,” Brick­ 
man sail.

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Vacation Homes 
Need Protection 


With those hazy, lazy days of 
summer swiftly slipping away, 
millions of Americans are 
about to bid a sad farewell to 
their vacation cottages and 
beach houses For many, this 
means shuttering the windows, 
locking the front door, and 
forgetting about the 
•second 
home” until next spring. 
But this sort of casual 
goodbye definitely isn't a wise 
idea, insist safety and liability 
underwriting experts. 
“ Mo r e 
p r e c a u t i o n s 
frequently are necessary to 
safeguard the house you live in 
for only a month or two a year 
than for your year-round 
residence.” asserts Thomas 
Snyder, an insurance director 
of loss prevention. "There can 
be more exposure to theft, 
vandalism, catastrophe and 
personal liability suits with 
your occasional retreat — even 
when you aren’t there — than 
with your home in the city or 
suburbs.” 
Snyder points out that police 
in resort areas report unoc­ 
cupied vacation homes 
are 
burglarized more often than 
homes of permanent residents, 
that criminals use snowmobiles 
to reach vacation homes that 
used to be inaccessible during 
the winter, and that property 
crimes in general are going up 
at 
a 
faster 
rate 
in 
less 
populated areas than in big 
cities 
What can be done to minimize 
the risks to your “away-from-it- 
aU" haven during the off­ 
season9 Snyder offers these 
suggestions: 
-Hire a cottage patrol or 
similar service. If your area 
has no such service, perhaps 
some local residents can be 
encouraged to start one. Do not, 
however, entrust a key to your 
dwelling to anyone unless you 
are absolutely positive about 
their dependability. 
—Keep local police informed 
of your comings and goings so 
they’ll know when the house 
should be occupied and when it 
shouldn’t. 
—Certain burglar 
alarm 
devices are worth the cost 
While 
most 
professional 
criminals are able to cir­ 
cumvent many of the more 
common types, an alarm may 
help deter amateur break-ins. 
Any system you consider 
should be evaluated by the 
police before being installed. 
—Be sure to turn off the 
furnace and drain the pipes if 
leaving for any substantial 
period of time 
—Close the fireplace damper 
and cover the chimney to keep 
out birds, squirrels or other 
small creatures. 
—Leave a sign outside the 


building listing the name and 
number of someone to call in an 
emergency. Nothing worsens 
the destruction from disasters 
— natural or otherwise — like 
leaving the damage unnoticed. 
Physically safeguarding your 
haven is one key concern. 
Equally important is its in­ 
surance protection. 
Adequate coverage on a 
vacation 
home 
must 
be 
maintained in order to replace 
it or repair it in the event of loss 
and to recover the actual cash 
value of personal possessions 
inside. 
In most states if the per­ 
manent residence is located in 
the same state as the vacation 
home they both can be insured 
under the same policy. The 
basic policy covers the primary 
residence and a "secondary 
residence endorsement“ covers 
the vacation retreat. 
When the vacation home is in 
a different state than the 
primary residence, a separate 
policy must be purchased. 
Under 
most 
insurance 
programs, this second policy is 
subject to a credit in premium 
for the personal liability portion 
of the coverage. 
One firm lists these ad­ 
ditional 
insurance 
con­ 
siderations for owners of 
second homes: 
—Real property in resort 
areas is increasing in value 
rapidly, as is the cost of con­ 
struction and repairs. Coverage 
should reflect the current 
replacement cost of the home. 
—Insurance on the contents 
of a home usually is limited to 
one-half the value of the home 
itself. Clothes and any items 
kept away from your primary 
home are covered, but only up 
to 10 per cent of the principal 
home’s contents coverage. Be 
sure the coverage on a second 
home includes insurance for 
both the building and its con­ 
tents. Don’t depend on contents 
coverage on your principal 
home to cover contents in your 
vacation dwelling. 
—To facilitate recovery after 
a loss, take photos of all rooms 
from different angles and keep 
an inventory. Then keep the 
inventory elsewhere. 
—Boats and motors should be 
covered under a special policy 
or 
endorsement 
to 
your 
homeowner’s policy because 
the standard insurance on your 
house limits coverage for 
possessions of this sort. 
—Finally, since vacation 
homes may present a more 
specialized coverage situation, 
it's best to provide full details to 
your insurance agent so he can 
secure the most effective 
protection for you. 


Realtors 
Have Code 
Of Ethics 
“Business firms and public 
advocates say they are for the 
best interests of the consumer, 
but the NATIONAL ASSOCIA­ 
TION OF REALTORS and its 
nearly 500,000 members, in­ 
cluding members of Colum­ 
biana County Realtors, have a 
written Code of Ethics to prove 
their statements.” 
Herb Morrison of Salem, 
President, continued, “only 
after agreement to abide by 
provisions of the code does a 
real estate broker become a 
REALTOR.” 
Morrison noted several points 
in the Code 
of Ethics as 
"examples of REALTOR in­ 
terest in dealing fairly with the 
buyer and seller of a home.” 
Following are articles from the 
code: 
"The REALTOR should keep 
himself informed as to move­ 
ments affecting real estate in 
his community, state and the 
nation, so that he may be able 
to contribute to public thinking 
on 
matters 
of 
taxation, 
legislation, land use, city 
planning and other questions 
affecting property interests...” 
“It 
is 
the 
duty 
of 
the 
REALTOR to be well informed 
on current market conditions in 
order to be in a position to 
advise his clients as to the fair 
market price...*’ 
“It 
is 
the 
duty 
of 
the 
REALTOR to protect against 
fraud, misrepresentation or 
unethical practices in the real 
estate field. 
He said that there are some 
30 articles in the Code of Ethics 
that deal with REALTOR rela­ 
tions with the public, his client 
and his fellow REALTOR. 
“It’s one of the strongest 
commitments nationally to 
high moral conduct in business 
relations. That commitment is 
the public’s guarantee of fair 
treatment and value-for-the- 
dollar results,” concluded 
Morrison.

Most members of a typical 
family spend a lot of time in the 
living room, dining room and 
bedrooms of their home. That 
makes those rooms likely 
places for accidents to occur. 
If you’re buying a home, look 
for one with rooms that offer 
the greates potential for safe 
living. If you already own a 
home, make sure you and your 
family keep that home as ac­ 
cident-free as possible by ob­ 
serving the safety tips listed 
below. 
Be sure: 
—there are light switches at 
the entrance to each room and 
at the top and bottom of stairs. 
—broken stairways, loose 
floor boards or wobbly railings 
are promptly repaired. 
—rugs 
have 
non-skid 
backing. And avoid using any 
rugs at the top of stairs 
—floors are not splintered 
and that floor coverings are in 
good condition and firmly 
anchored. 
—traffic areas and exits are 
kept clear of furniture and 
obstructions. 
—tripping hazards such as 
toys ana miscellaneous clutter 
are promptly put away. 
—inside 
doors 
have 
no 
thresholds unless needed to 
maintain a 
level walking 
surface. 
—doors don’t open against 
walls and do not interfere with 
foot traffic or other doors. 
—swinging 
doors 
have 
windows 
or 
some 
other 
provision for visibility through 
or over them. 
—bedroom and stairway 
doors do not have openings in 
them such as louvers. 
—closet doors and doors 
between rooms can be opened 
from either side. 
—both sides of windows can 
be washed from the inside, 
especially windows in upper- 
floor rooms. 
—all window screens, guards 
and storm sashes are securely 


fastened. 
—each room has at least one 
door, or a window low and large 
enough to be used as at} emer­ 
gency exit. 
—each upper floor room has a 
roof or deck outside it for 
refuge in case of fire. If not, 
install a fixed fire escape or use 
rope or chain ladders that can 
be lowered quickly out of a 
window. 
—there are doors at the top or 
bottom of stairways so each 
level of the house can be closed 
off. 
—electrical 
wiring 
is 
adequate to handle the load. 
—each room has plenty of 
wall electrical outlets so you 
can avoid “octopus” con­ 
nections. 
—the television antenna mast 
is grounded. 
—there is sufficient space for 
air circulation around the 
television or stereo.

—The 
Home 
Ventilating 


Institute charges that “ a 
seriously flawed study” by the 
National Bureau of Standards 
has spread misinformation 
about the ability of powered 
attic space ventilation to 
reduce energy consumption in 
air conditioned homes. The 
Bureau had said, in effect, that 
attic ventilation might not 
prove worthwhile if a house was 
insulated. The Institute says 
the 
study 
had 
a 
basic, 


disqualifying flaw and that its 
conclusions had no relevance to 
attic ventilators selected and 
installed according to stan­ 
dards of the U.S.Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment and the Institute itself. 
The HVI says other studies 
show definite electric savings 
through power attic venting in 
houses with air conditioning 
and recommended insulation. 
—The vice chairman of the 


Legislative Committee of the U. 
S. League of Savings Assns. 
says the California experiment 
with variable interest mor­ 
tgages is a definite success. 
Stuart Davis has given his 
appraisal to a Senate Housing 
Subcommittee. A variable 
interest rate loan is one in 
which the interest rate changes 
in response to changes in a 
controlling index 
which, in 


California, is set by law as the 
cost of money calculated by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of 
San 
Francisco. 
The 
law 


governs 
the 
amount 
and 


frequency of rate changes and 
provides a 90-day period to shop 
for another loan without in­ 
curring a prepayment penalty 
following notice of a rate in­ 
crease. 


—The term ‘‘salt box” for a 


house with a steeply pitched 
roof on the “ weather side” 
came from the salt box found on 
the shelves of country stores 
during the pre-Revolutionary 
days. Someone came up with 
the name when it was noticed 
that the salt boxes in the stores 
had the sam i side perspectives 
as the houses being built in New 
England at that time. These 
houses, most of which were 
cedar-clad, had roof slopes 
pitched so that frigid winds 
would bounce off or skim along 
without causing damage. 
—Does a home improvement 


add to the value of your home? 
Yes — up to a point. Don’t 
expect to recover more than a 
certain percentage of the cost 
of the improvement when it 
comes time to sell the house. It 
is rare indeed when that per­ 
centage is more than 25 per 
cent. That’s because you will 
have a difficult time selling a 
house for $60,000 in a $40,000 
neighborhood. Thus, if you put 
$20,000 worth of improvements 
into a house that has a market 
value of $40,000, you cannot 
reasonably expect to get more 
than $48,000 for the house, all 
other things being equal. Even

provements are of the type that 
are readily visible to the 
prospective 
purchasers.

P resident Ford 
recently 
signed into law a bill which in 
essence extends the Veterans 
A dm inistration home loan 
guarantee program to all 
veterans who have served at 
least 180 days on active service 
since the inception of the 
program in 1944 Prior to the 
new law, veterans serving 
between July 25, 1947 and June 
27, 1950, were ineligible. 
The 
new 
law 
also 
has 
liberalized 
benefits. 
The 
maximum mortcaee for VA 
direct loans has gone from 
$21,000 to $33,000. The VA 
makes direct loans available 
prim arily 
in 
sm all 
com ­ 
munities and rural areas where 
private mortgage money is not 
available. 
The new law also has raised 
VA guarantees for m obile 
homes from 30 to 50 per cent of 
the loan principal. In addition, 


references to the sex of various

rties to a VA loan transaction 
ve been eliminated. 
What exactly does the VA do 
for the home buying veteran? 
The VA guarantees part of the 
loan. The maximum amount 
the VA now will guarantee is 
$17,500. 
V eterans 
who 
previously have used their 
guarantee entitlem ent may 
have an additional entitlement 
available to them . If, for 
example, a 
World 
War 
II 
veteran has exhausted his 
original $4,000 entitlement for 
an $8,000 guaranteed loan, he 
now is entitled to an additional 
guarantee of $13,500. 
A VA or GI guaranteed loan 
offers the following features: 
A moderate interest rate 
No down payment, unless 
required by the lender or the 
cost of the home is more than 
the reasonable value of the 


home as appraised by the VA. 
A long repayment period. 
Assurance that the home 
buyer can pay off all or part of 
the loan in advance without 
penalty. 
The VA also appraises the 
house a veteran proposes to 
purchase to determ ine its

in

prevailing housing market and 
in most cases makes available 
an 
inspection 
service 
on

rovide assistance in getting a 
uilder to correct defects. 
The VA cannot do the fol­ 
lowing : 
Act as an architect or 
supervise housing construction. 
Guarantee that a house does 
not have defects. 
Cannot provide legal services 
if problems result during the 
construction or purchase of a 
home. 
Compel 
a builder to fix 
defects. 
Guarantee satisfaction with 


the home. 
Guarantee that the home 
owner is making a good invest­ 
ment.
